TURTLES AND RATTLE-SNAKES—FASCINATION OF A CHILD—CARESSED BY A 
HuGE RATTLE SNAKE—DBPATH OF AN INDIAN FROM THE BITE OF ONE—THE 
First WHITE CHILD Born IN “ SALT PoInT’—UNHEALTHINESS OF SYRACUSE 
AND THE LAKE REGION—PECULIAR CHARACTERISTICS OF THE INDIANS—THEIR 
DRUNKEN FROLIcs—INDIAN BURYING GROUND—EXAMINATION oF SKELTONS 
—FEARFUL AND DEATHLY FEUD BETWEEN THE ONONDAGAS AND CAYUGAS. 


Well knowing the importance of an authentic and accurate history 
of our cherished Central City, often properly called the “ Saline City,” 
we have taken pains to consult the oldest and most respectable resi- 
dents now living, possessing the best memories and wisest heads, who 
have travelled the swamps and quagmires of Syracuse when their hor- 
ses sank to their girths, and have plucked the wild flowers in the for- 
ests of Syracuse before any clearances had been made, 

To contrast the city of Syracuse at the present day, with its prime- 

val condition when it was a wilderness, with its waiving pine trees, 
cedars and hemlocks towering upwards to the clouds, their tops and 
branches a shelter for the screech-owls, bats and the croaking crows, the 
howling of the wolves and the screaming of the wild-cats, our city at 
the present day, in its beautiful and thrifty grandeur, yet presents more 
the appearance of 4 beleagured city, with its numerous flag-stafis on 
| the tops of public buildings and private residences, shaking in the 
wind like so many reeds, serving as mementos of the late deplorable 
| fre fratricidal war, than the peaceful mercantile city of rapid growth 
, that it is, : 
The ground upon which the city of Syracuse now stands, in its pride 
of modern statély grandeur incomparable with many of its sister cities 
_ contemporaneous with it, was once a dense forest and interminable 
) Swamp, where the croaking bull-frog “ made music all the day”—and 
| night, too. It was originally a part of the Salt Springs Reservation, 
|, and at the time the county was organized, in 1794, with all that part 
) east of Onondaga Creek and Lake, was included in the town of Man- 
lins. “ Webster’s Landing” was the first locality that received a name 
Within the limits of the present city of Syracuse, after Ephraim Web- 
ster, who kept a few goods for the Indian*trade on the bank of the 
creek, a little south of its outlet. In 1793 Mr, Webster was succeeded 
by Benjamin Newkirk, at which time there was quite a number of In- 
dian cabins, ranging along the west bank of the creek, enough to form 
a considerable Indian village, The dark, gloomy, and almost impen- 
etrable swamp, now the site of our flourishing city, was then a favor- 
ite resort for wolves, bears, wild-cats, mud-turtles, and swamp rattle- 
snakes. The western portion of the valley about Syracuse was origi- 
nally timbered with hemlock, birch and soft maple; the eastern 
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. swampy portion with cedar and pine. At the time of which we ate 

writing, so common were wolves and bears, that it was not unusual 
for these animals to be seen passing along the path leading from @ 

cero to Onondaga, in armies and battalions as fearless and unconcerned 
as aregiment on dress parade. From the frequency of these recur 

rences, these paths were named the “bear and wolf paths,” and two 

: of the streets in Salina, now the First Ward, running north from main ~ 

street, from this circumstance are now called Wolf and Bear streets,

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So numerous were the rattle-snakes in the vicinity of Salina, that if 
molested they became extremely dangerous, but if suffered to pursue 
their own way.undisturbed, they were considered harmless and inof- 
fensive. A circumstance of a most extraordinary nature occurred at 
a time, which was nothing less than the snake fascination of a child, a 
little son of Mr. Isaac VanVleck, of “Salt Point,” who was out at play. 
A violent cackling of the fowls alarmed the mother of the lad, which 
called out Mrs. VanVleck to learn the cause of agitation among her 
poultry, and passing round the house found her little son fondling in 
his hands and arms an enormous rattle-snake, which turned and 
writhed around the boy’s body in waiving coils, in the fondest manner, 
The fowls that had gathered .round in a cirele expressed the utmost 
fear and agitation by their croaking and cackling, but the writhing 
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snake continued to encircle the child’s body, thrusting its head over 
its shoulders and close to his face, without exciting the least signs of 
fear or alarm on the part of the fascinated lad. The nearest neigh- 
bors, though few, soon gathered at the scene, alarmed by the affrighted 
mother, and in the presence of all these, the snake seemed to increase 
his fondness for the child. For fear of increasing the child’s danger, 
no one seemed disposed to interfere with it, least it might turn upon 
them with its sting of certain death. Seizing’ a favorable opportunity, 
when the snake was uncoiling itself, in one of its playful moods with 
the child, the mother snatched her darling from the jaws of what she 
considered certain death, and ran into the house with it. On this

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sudden removal of its little friend, the snake coiled itself in a hostile 

attitude, as if to make an attack, but was instantly put Aors du combat ° 
by those present. Later, an Indian was severely bitten in the wrist by 

one of these poisonous reptiles, and knowing that he must soon die, he 

instantly killed the snake, and puting the reptile’s head in his mouth, 

bit it between his teeth, so that the poison exuded, that he might die 

the sooner, Within twenty-four hours he swelled to an enormous 

size, and actually burst asunder, after undergoing the most excrucia- 

ting and fearful suffering. 

This child, Abraham VanVleck, who was fascinated by the rattle- 
snake, is supposed to be the first male child born in the County of 
Onondaga—in the year 1792. About the time of his birth, an Indian 
had been drowned at the Oswego Falls, by the upsetting of his canoe, 
and the event bore so heavy upon the friends of the deceased, that the 
son of Mr. VanVleck was named by the Indians We-wn-hos-ta, which 
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means “ sorrow for one departed.” Mr. VanVleck was called by the 
Indians Ka-hunk-a-ta-wah, meaning “one spry enough to skip over 
water;” and Mrs, VanVleck was called Con-o-roo-quash, “one of 
pleasant disposition,” and other members of the family had also Indian 
names, as well as most of the settlers with whom the Indians were on 
friendly terms. 

Provisions were brought from Tioga and from Whitestown ani 
Herkimer, and exchanged for salt. In 1792 and 93, the settlers here 
suffered severely for want of provisions, and on several occasions boats 
were sent from “Salt Point” to Kingston, by way of Oswego, to pro, 
cure necessary articles of food. Capt. Canute, of a trading boat | 
between “Salt Point” and Albany, brought provisions, groceries, &¢,, 
for the settlers, and often received his pay therefor in young bears, 
wolyes, coons, foxes, fawns and such like animals. all of which were 
yery plenty. Deers were so plenty and became so domesticated that 
they frequently herded with the cows, and would enter the yard. wit 
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them at night, with the utmost unconcern. Young bears were furnished 
to the white settlers forthe merest trifle, and numbers of these animals 
have been known to be confined in chains, awaiting the arrival of Capt. 
Canute, who always found a ready sale for them at a fair pricé at 
Albany. 

The unhealthiness of the country about Onondaga Lake, from its 
earliest settlement up to 1800, was a great and vexatious source of 
annoyance. Fevers began to spread early in July, and cases followed 
one after the other so rapidly, that oftentimes there were scarcely well 

ersohs enough to take care of the sick; and it seemed as if man and 

east’ were alike attacked by the same scourge, produced by the 
miasma arising from the swampy condition of the low lands, engendered 
by the hot’ July sun. Many of the early inhabitants died during the 
sickly season, ‘and cattle and horses shared the same fate, perishing 
from like sickness with their human masters. There were but thirty 
persons in “ Salt Point,” all told, in 1793, and nearly every one of that 
number was'sick at one time, except a man named Patrick Riley, a

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enerous hearted Irishman, who carried on Mr VanVleck’s salt block, 
Riley drew all his own wood used in the salt block, boiled salt ever 
day and half the night, and every alternate night watched with the ) 
ck, continuing so to do fora period of two months, without a single — 
night of intermission, as we glean from early reminiscences, Dr. Hol- 
land, who had settled near Jamesville, and was the first physician in | 
the County, came over every day to visit the sick, and treated them 
with kindness and unremitting attention. Four years after this, in 
1797, Dr. Burnet took up his residence in Salina, and is said to be the | 
first physieian who settled among the people. The Indians were kind 
and attentive to the white settlers during the sickly season, they, | 
themselves becoming acclimated, and were consequently free from the _ 
diseases that preyed fatally upon the new settlers—furnishing them 
with venison and fish, which added greatly 1o their comfort in He time 
of their need, when they were unable to help themselves, 

An extensive Indian burying ground occupyes the west bank of the 
ee = sh ee 
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Onondaga Creek, from whence skeletons have frequently been disin- 
terred, and have been occasionally up to alate day. At the time the 
west locks were constructed at Syracuse, 1819, over one hundred skele- 
tons were taken up, and in excavating the canal for the Red Mill, near 
the present site of the new High School, several skeletons were found. 
In 1848, one of extraordinary size was discovered, one of the lower 
bones of the leg of which, being set beside the limb ofa tall man, reached 
far abovehis knee. The skull wascorrespondingly large, and the jaws 
were provided with a full set of double teeth, all around. They were 
perfectly sound, and covered witha beautiful enamel of the most perfect 
whiteness. Such occurrences are not uncommon atthe several Indian 
burying grounds throughou. the country. In one graye was founda 
large skeleton, oneach side of which was a gun, with flints in the locks, 
having the appearance of being loaded at the time they were buried. 
In this grave there was also a brass kettle, two pairs of shears, three 
razors, a tomahawk and a number of bullets. A large tree which had 
grown over this grave, on being cut down, a paint box seven inches 
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square, with a brush, was discovered ina recess made in it, around | 
which clay and gravel had firmly cemented, some four inches in thick. | 
ness, The gravel had become firmly attached, and a portion of the § 
box was petrified. It contained a red pigment, evidently vermillion, | 
used by the Indian chiefs and braves for painting their faces, as is their ’ 
custom. i 

One of the peculiar characteristics of the Indians was often displayed | 


in their drunken frolics. During the early settlement of Salina, when: } 
ever they resolved upon a carousal, they invariably divested them) 
selves of all deadly weapons, and deposited them in a place of safet 
in the keeping of a confidential person, and indulged in excessive drut 
enness, until they became entirely oblivious, and worse than the brutes | 
of the field. As a general rule, on these occasions of debauchery, they | 
would appoint one of their number, and charge him expressly to keep 
sober, so as to see that no one injured another, in the event of any 
outbreak of unbridled or uncontrolled passion. iF 

A violent feud broke out in 1795, between a clan of Onondagas and ) 
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another of the Cayugas, which raged with great bitterness for a long 
time, during which, on various occasions, when the hostile parties met, 
several individuals of both nations were killed. The last one who fell 
in this bloody’and deadly strife was an Onondaga, called “Handsome 
Harry.” A party of Cayugas followed him from Tuscarora and back, 
who overtook him at the Sand Bank, then owned by Mr. Henry Young, 
not far from the Syracuse Pump House. When he found his pursuers 
gaining on him, he made no further effort to escape, but quietly kneel- 
ing down, bared his bosom to the relentless and savage foe, and was 
instantly pierced to the heart by an arrow. He was buried on the 
spot where he fell, and two favorite sisters, also very handsome, visited 
the spot daily, for along time, and mourned the death of their brother 
with the most heartfelt sorrow. The young Onondaga who thus fell a 
victim to this cruel, barbarous and deadly feud, was looked upon as the 
handsomest Indian of his own or any other tribe, The death of “ Hand- 
some Harry,” unfortunate as it was, fortunately put an end to these 
savage, cruel and fatal feuds of clanish vengeance and clanish strife. 
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CHAPTER II. 


THe “ Warton TRacT’”—LayInG out oF VILLAGE Lorts—THE First TAvERN— 
THE First HOUSE AND OTHER BUILDINGS—COMPLETE History of THE “EMpmy 
HOUSE,” FROM ITS FIRST ERECTION, IN 1806—NAMES OF THE SEVERAL Laxp. 
LORDS, UP TO THE PRESENT TIME—THE FIRST WHITE CHILD BORN IN THE 
VILLAGE oF SYRACUSE, IN 1800—CHANGE OF NAME, AND SYRACUSE ADOPTED— 
THE FIRST CLEARANCE IN THE VILLAGE OF CORINTH—“ PRospEcT Hm1?— 
‘Lost In THE Woops”—BrEars AND WOLVES-—SWwAMPs, Woods AND Tux.

In 1804, lots for the site of a village was laid out by Abraham 
Walton, avd agreeably to stipulation, half an acre of ground was sold 
to Henry Bogardus, for the sum of three hundred dollars, ($300), bind- 
ing him, within a reasonable time, to erect a suitable house for a tavern, 
and to keep, or cause one to be kept. Accordingly, a house, two 
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stories high was erected in 1806, its dimensions being thirty-five by 
forty feet on the ground, and occupied the site of the present Empire 
House. In the keeping of this tavern, Mr. Bogardus was succeeded by 
Mr. Burlingham, in 1808; by Joseph Langdon in 1810 ; James Ingalls, 
in 1812, and by Sterling Cossit, in 1815. At this time the village of 
Syracuse was called South Salina, and the tavern the “ South Salina 
Hotel,” although it is now north of the Canal, and was then the prin- 
cipal stopping place or head-quarters for stages, teams and travellers on 
their way between Albany and Buffalo. For several years the place 
went by the name of Cossit’s Hour Corners, after Mr. Sterling Cossit, 
who succeeded Mr, Ingalls in the “ Sowth Salina Hotel.’ Mr. Cossit 
kept the house from 1815 to 1825, a period of ten years, after which 
it was kept for some time by Mr. O. H. Williston, an uncle of 
Ex-Mayor Charles Williston, the present efficient Deputy Post Master 
of Syracuse. Mr. Williston kept it until 1831, and then removed to 
New York city, to engage in more lucrative and congenial business to 
his taste. Robert J. Brockway succeeded Mr. Williston, in the keeping 
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ofthe hotel, when the name was changed to the “ Mansion Houses 
and he in turn, by “ Doty” Allen. Philo N. Rust was the next lanj 
lord, who sold out to Daniel Comstock, who, after keeping it for som 
time, sold out to Evert Wynkoop. It next passed into the hands 
a company, who commenced tearing the old building down _in 184) 
and was rebuilt with brick, as it now stands, by James L. Voorhea 
Caldwell, Baldwin and other members of the property company, a 
was re-opened in 1846, under the name of the “ Voorhees House! 
by a Mr. Miller. Miller failed, and Harry Allen became its nex 
landlord. He was succeeded by Walt. Herrick, who kept it a shor 
time. Philo Rust took it in 1849, and Barney Filkins subsequentl 
kept it as a boarding house, merely. The genial and wholexoii 
Barney Becker, was its next popular landlord, and at this time the 
boarders, guests and travellers who made vhe “ Voorhees House” thei 
home, gave to it the appearance of a small village in itself. Lucius W, 
Wright, of Troy, succeeded Barney Becker, who removed to New 
York city, and is there keeping a first class and popular hotel, as by 
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well knows how to do. Sprague & Gage will be remembered as the 
next landlords, but a few years since. W. H. Sprague went out after 
a short time (who is now the present Canal Collector at Syracuse), 
and Capt. Gage assumed its management alone, It has lately gone 
back to the name of the “ Empire House,” since its ownership by 
Horace White, Esq., with Capt. Gage as its clever and popular land- 
lord, who has kept it for a number of years, and has made it one of the 
most popular hotels in the great State of New York. Such is the 
varied history of the “ Hmpire House,” with its several landlords and 
succession of different names, up to the present time. 

In the same year that Mr. Bogardus erected this tavern, in 1806, a 
small frame house was erected, directly opposite the “South Salina 
Hotel,” by a Mr. Merrill, on the site now occupied by Peter Waggoner’s 
store, corner of James and North Salina Streets, but there was so 
much sickness in the neighborhood that he became discouraged, pulled 
it down, and carried its material away. In the meantime several per- 
sons had erected log cabins in the vicinity of the spot where Mr. 
Bogardus put up his tavern. Two such were erected, closely following 
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each other, one by a Mr. Hopkins, in 1797, and another by a Mr, But 
ler, in 1799. These were located a little west of the Oswego Bridge, 
north of General Granger’s residence, near a’ spring of fresh water, 
Mr. Calvin Jackson came to this place in the spring of 1800, and 
lived in a small log house a little south of where the railroad crosses 
Genesee Street. Here was born, on the 28th of December of that 
year, Albion Jackson, supposed to be the first white child born within 
the limits of Syracuse, out of that part heretofore known as “ Salt 
Point,” or Salina. 
The first blacksmith’s shop was opened in 1805, by William Lee and 
Aaron Cole, and in the same year, Amos Stanton, father of Rufus 
Stanton, located near the Salina Street Bridge. Dr. Senar put upa 


small frame house in 1807; Jonathan Fay settled near the Court ~ 
House in 1808, and in 1811 Rufus Stanton kept a tavern near the 


Salina Street Bridge—the same building being yet standing, The 


ancient name of Syracuse being South Salina, was regarded with 


general disfavor, and after a time it was changed to Milan. This” 
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name it bore for several years, but after anew survey of the “ Wal- 
ton Tract,” and the re-laying out of the village, it was then named 
Corinth, the name of Milan having been relinquished in consequence 
of an ineffectual attempt to obtain a post office, there being already 
one of that name in the State. At the time the last survey was made, 
there was but a small clearing in the village of Corinth, and the extent 
of it was from the canal, near Clinton Street, south to Fayette Street, 
and east to Warren Street. The rest of the ground in this neighbor- 
hood, was a pine grove, interspersed with oak bushes, including a 
horse pasture of twenty acres, on the site where the Syracuse House 
now stands; and there was a gateway and bars to this pasture, where 
the western front door now opens into Salina Street. fh 1816, Rufus 
Stanton raised on this ground, an abundant crop of rye, and after this, 
it was used as a pasture until 1820, Judge Forman removed to Syra- 
cuse from Onondaga, in 1819, with his family, and occupied a house a 
little west of the Townsend Block. At this time there were but two 
frame houses in the village, besides the tavern. Log houses and plank 
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} 
and slab cabins, were scattered over the dry ground, most of whic) 
latter had been tenanted by laborers on the canal. The pasture 
Judge Forman ran back some fifty rods, and easterly to Salina Street) 
So dense was the forest about Syracuse in 1819, that two young ladies)

rejoiced at the prospect of deliverance from the terrors of passings) 
gloomy night in the wilderness, to be the companions and at the} 
mercy of the bears and wolves that infested the swamps, woods ant 
thickets. Here, recognizing familiar ground, they were enabled to 
make their way back home in safety, after a day of sore anxiety and 
fretfulness, at the thought of being lost in the woods. 

In 1819, the only buildings then in the place, which was then known 
as Salina Hour Corners, subsequently South Salina, Milan, Cor 
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inth and Cosset’s Corners, were General W. H. Mosley’s Green Store, 
the only one then in the village; the residence of Daniel’Case, whose 
family resides at present at Onondaga Hollow, and Judge Forman’s 
residence, all wooden buildings, and located on the south side of the 
canal, in the vicinity of the Wieting Block, and in the range there- 
with and the Townsend Block. The other buildings at this time were 
the Red Flouring Mill, on the east bank of ‘the Onondaga Creek, sit- 
ute on West Genesee Street, which has lately been demolished,—the 
U niversalist Church taking its place, and this, in turn, giving way to 
o ur present beautiful and extensive High School Building. The Green 
Store, owned by General W. H. Mosley, then the only store in the 
place, and the third door west of Salina Street, was burned down in 
1852, at the same time of the fire that destroyed the Wieting Block, 
then a wooden structure all through. D. D. Case’s dwelling stood 
midway of the Townsend Block, on Water Street, and Judge Farman’s 
dwelling stood near the west end of where the Townsend Block, 
recently partially destroyed by fire, still stands, and the second door 
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east of Clinton Street. Capt. Parson’s dwelling was the first house on — 
the south side of Genesee street, east of Onondaga Creek; the gay. | 
mill was located about where Barker’s Mill now stands, on the 
| Creek, and was destroyed by fire long since. Rufus Stanton’s dwell. ; 
ing stood near the present site of Jacox & Green’s extensive wholesale 
store, and was then occupied asa tavern, as it has been up tothe ° 
present time, being known as the “Traveller’s Home,” until purchased 
some time since by Mr. David Quinlan, who now keeps it as a hotel | 
and boarding house, Peter Wales’ house stood near the Oswego & 
Canal bridge, and J, T. Rhyne kept an “Inn” on West Genesee street, fF 
a small tavern west of Ritchie’s Block, where E. B. Griswold now 
resides. A school-house was built in 1820, on the site now occupied 
by Public School-House No. 4, on Church Street, and was occasionally = 
used for preaching purposes, the residents coming through the bushes, 3 
unimpeded by fences, to attend religious services in the school-house, 
The number of buildings in the village at that time were two taverns, 
one mill, one store, one school-house, answering also for a meeting — 
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house, and six dwellings, and the ground was so low and swampy, 
that the entrance to places had to be entered by a succession of steps, 
as it was necessary to erect the buildings on “stilts,” to raise them out 
of the mud and slush. 

In 1820, after the services of an evening meeting at the house of 
Judge Forman, it was resolved to change the name of Corinth, and 
give the place a permanent and enduring one. A meeting for this 
purpose was subsequently held at Cosset’s Tavern (where the Empire 
House now stands), and among the names suggested and proposed, 
were “ Algiers,” and “ Barbara,” perhaps after poor, forlorn and unfor- 
tunate “ Barbara Allen,” in the song; and even “ Wales” was sug- 
gested by one enthusiastic citizen of thatname. After passing through 
the ordeal of so many conglomerated names, Syracuse was finally 
agreed upon and adopted at this meeting, as the future name of our 
now rapidly growing and flourishing city. The names of those who 
took part in that meeting were Joshua Forman, Daniel Case, Rufus 
Stanton, Henry Young, Sterling Cosset, John Wilkinson, Capt. Par- 
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sons, John B, Creed, Frederick Rhyne, Peter Wales, Robert Hamil. 
ton, O. C. Congdon and Wm. H. Moseley—thirteen in all. The first, 
or earliest settlers took up their residence at Onondaga Hill, on 
account of the low, swampy and marshy condition of Syracuse, and 
the former place then promised to be the seat of settlement, the foun. 
dation of the future City, and capital of the County; but the salt 
interest, the canal interest and the railroads outstripped Onondaga 
Hill, and threw their balance in favor of Syracuse as the Central City, 
To recapitulate in part, for the purpose of keeping up the connection 
and the interest of our history, the only buildings here in 1806-%, 
according to Gen. W. H. Moseley, to whose kindness and courtesy we} 
are largely indebted for much of the information of the early days of 
' Syracuse herein contained, were the tavern built by Bogardus, the old 
“Red Mill,” and Peter Wale’s house, who was the only butcher in the 
place, and peddled meat among the few scattered inhabitants here and 
at Onondaga, General Moseley acquired his honorable soubriquet,! 
which has since attached to him, from his connection with the Massa 
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chusetts Militia, after his removal thither from here, in 1825, on 
account of the unhealthiness of the place, wisely thinking more of his 
health than of money-making at the time. With a full and complete 
stock of goods of all sorts in his well filled store, he could have amassed 
a fortune, but his generous and genial disposition made him regardless 
of all personal selfishness, and besides his “ destiny” did not point him 
in that direction. Shortly after his removal to Massachusetts, he was 
appointed Major-General of the Militia, and was also elected Cashier 
of the Hampshire Bank, and in both positions he filled them with 
honor and credit. At the celebration of the two hundredth anniver- 
sary of the “ Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company,” in the City 
of Boston, on the first Monday of June, 1838, which occurred annually, 
General Moseley was represented as making a splendid appearance, as 
we gather from files of the old Syracuse Daily Star, at the head of 
the Militia, which he had the honor to command. He was then in the 
prime of life, full of the impulse and ambition of manhood. His uni- 
form was a fac simile of Gen. Washington’s, beingya magnificent full 
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dress of blue and buff, with epaulets, Hession boots, reaching to the 
knee, chapeau, powdered hair, and other insignia of the Revolutionary 
army in the time that “tried men’s souls,” This, with the brilliant 
cortege, both civil and military, on that occasion, made the day ever 
memorable, and linked Gen. Moseley with the past. After spending 
about twenty-five years in Massachusetts, he returned heve in 1850, the 
1st day of June, and in August of that year, commenced the publica- 
tion of “ The Syracusian,” continuing it uninterruptedly until 185%, 
when he was appointed Librarian of the Court of Appeals, in March 
of the latter year, which position he has held ever since, and with his 
urbanity, kind and obliging disposition, has given the highest sati« 
faction to all with whom his present important position brings him in 
contact. In connection with Librarian, he is also a Notary Public and 
Commissioner of Deeds, receiving his appointment from each of the 
Governors of the State, successively, regardless of their or his own 
politics, but on account of the integrity and high moral and social 
worth of the man, and his fitness for such office. His courtesy and .

genial, warm nature to be otherwise. Were he ambitious, instead of 
the quiet, unostentatious gentleman that he is, he might have long 
since risen to an enviable position among his confreres ; but he wedded 
himself to selfabnigation and to his newspaper, The Syracustan, con- 
tent with it to do all the good he could for his fellow men, and our 
young flourishing city. Its columns were filled with the choicest his- 
torical évents, and most entertaining matters of local interest, and it 
was so valuable in these respects, that it was a source of regret when 
Gen. Moseley felt called upon to relinguish its publication for the 
duties he is at present engaged in. It is our sincere desire that our 
venerable and esteemed friend will live many happy, pleasant and 
quiet years yet, to fill the position he now so signally honors, ere he is 
marshaled forth to join the innumerable army that 1s generated by the 
great commander of Nations, Kings and Thrones. General Mosley

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the latter went out in 1830, and Sidney went into partnership with 
his brother. His brother was alone in business from 1839 to 1841, 
being killed at the terrific explosion of the latter year, at which so 
many fell victims. Sidney, who had gone to Cazenovia, returned here 
after the death of his brother, commenced business, and continued the 
game in his brother’s place on North Salina Street, which he carried 
on till the State sold the land. He next hired a place on the canal 
bank, near Sanford & Bon’s present location, and continued there 
about a year, removed upon Canal Street, near the first Lock, a site 
which we all remember. After continuing there five or six years, he 
moved to the corner of Canal and Lock Streets—was there three years, 
from whence he moved to his present eligible site, locating his arble 
Works on James Street, near Lock Street, and has been there about 
three years. His son has been in business with him about a year, 
giving the business firm the name of Stanton & Son. Here is done a

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uninviting region. But how changed now! thanks to the fates! A 
road led from Salina to Onondaga, through mud and mire up to the 
hip, and there was but one house on the route, the entire distance, 
known as the “ Half Way House.” 

The Mill Pond covered an area of fromsixty to eighty acres, extend- 
ing from West Genesee Street bridge, to the Saw Mill, and easterly 
tilt it covered a wide range, with stumps sticking up ev erywhere at 
intervals, On the completion of “ Clinton’s Ditch,” the oration on the 
occasion of the grand canal celebration, 4th of November, 1825, was 
delivered by Judge Forman, then President of the Village of Syracuse, 
in presence of Governor Clinton, from a platform under a pine tree, in ° 
rear of Townsend Block. That was a great day for the village of 
Syracuse, then a small, secluded spot, limited and uninviting,—a swamp 
and mud hole, until raised and improved by filling in. 

“Granite Hall” was builu by C. Tyler Longstreet, on the site first 
door east of the store now occupied by Drake & Wells, and E. T. Teft 
built the store now occupied by this firm, where he did a large dry 
goods business, Chas. A. Wheaton built the original block now known

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the next landlord was Crookshank—Philo Rust next succeeded—Gillett 
& Nickerbocker bought out Rust, and after a brief season, Comstock 
resumed his connection with it as landlord. Our worthy and popular 
Ex-Mayor, William D. Stewart subsequently took it, and kept it as a 
first class hotel, being among the most popular landlords ever in charge 
of it, and kept the house tilt recently, when O. E. Allen became the 
possessor, and is the present affable and genial landlord. Such is a 
brief history of the Syracuse House. 

The Globe Hotel was built in 1846, and consequently its history is 
brief. Ex-Mayor Wm. Winton was the first landlord, who was _pre- 
viously book-keeper for Philo Rust, at the Syracuse House. Henry 
P. Stevens subsequently opened it as a Temperance House in 1847, 
when Ex-Mayor Winton bought him out, and took possession in 1848. 
He sold to Ira Garrison, the 1st of December, 1854, and after keeping 
it several years, Austin O. Dickinson became its next popular, courteous 
and attentive landlord. It is now being overhauled and remodeled, 
the lower part, where the office, bar and dining rooms were, being

The Declaration of Independence was read and an oration delivered

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The first Post Office was established at Syracuse in 1820, and John 
Wilkinson, Esq., was the first Post Master. The Onondaga County 
Bank was incorporated in 1830; Salina Bank, 1832; Bank of Syracuse, 
1838, under the general Banking Law. The Syracuse and Utica 
Railroad went into operation, 8d of July, 1839 ; Syracuse and Auburn, 
1841; Syracuse and Oswego, October, 1848. Telegraph from Albany 
to Syracuse established in 1846. The Townsend Block was erected 
in 1843; the Granger Block in 1844; Empire Block, erected 1845; 
Globe buildings, 1846-7; Malclom Block, 1847; Market Hall, or as 
at present, the City Hall, 1845. The Granger Block was destroyed by 
fire on the 6th of January, 1849, and again subsequently, in the win- 
ter of 1865, being now in the course of rebuilding, on an improved 
and far more beautiful and superior style of architecture than formerly.

The terrible and never to be forgotten gunpowder explosion, so de|| 


structive to life, occurred on the evening of Friday, the 20th of Awl] 
gust, 1841, caused by a fire originating in a joiner’s shop on the tow! 


path side of the Canal, in which some twenty-five kegs of powder had|j 
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been stored, for blasting purposes, exploded with the most terrible 
consequences. Twenty-six of our fellow-citizens were, in a moment, 
launched into eternity, mangled out of the shape or semblance of 
humanity, and fifty-three others dangerously wounded—many of them 
being firemen, who had gone to control the flames, with citizens as 
lookers on, unconscious or forgetful of the powder stored in the build- 
ing. The scene was terrific, and casta gloom over the city and county, 
indicative of sadness and sorrow, bringing melancholyand grief to 
every heart. The effects of this explosion were felt for more than 
twenty miles around. Although the concussion was tremendous, the 
report was not so loud as might have been supposed, or as it seemed 
at other localities distant from Syracuse.’ Glass, in the windows, up-

from the terrible wreck, to their homes or boarding places. The next 
day the village was shrouded in mourning, the stores were all closed, 
and business was out of the question. On Sunday, the mangled remains 
ofthe unfortunate victims were consigned to their last resting places, 
followed thither by a vast multitude, amidst the heartfelt sympathies 
and tears of the entire community. That was a long, sorro 1 and 
sombre funeral procession, following the remains of twenty-six fellow 
beings, who met such a horrible death by such a horrible means. The 
clergy were most solemn and impressive in their addresses, and the 
deepest gloom and sadness prevailed, as the several processions wended 
their way to the lonely grave yard, with the freshly turned up earth 
to receive the bodies of their fellow citizens, so lately among them, full 
of vigorous life, joyous hopes and expectations.

earth trembled, and crockery upon a merchant’s shelf, rattled for the 
space of several seconds, like the shock caused by a violent clap of 
thunder. At Camillus, it was compared to the crash of falling timber; 
and at Onondaga, it was supposed to be an earthquake. This was the 
most terrible calamity that befell the city before its early settlement or 
since, and sincerely is it to be hoped that its like will never again fall 
to the lot of the local historian to chronicle. 

The opening of the canal in 1820, may be regarded as the real com- 
mencement of the City of Syracuse. With this and its salt interest 
combined, it, from this time, began to be looked upon as a place inevi- 
tably destined to become the grand emporium of the County, and in 
the future, one of the most flourishing cities in the State. In 1822, 
lands were rapidly bought up, under subjection of thorough draining,

The old fashioned trace Buckles, which are as familiar to the trade 
as household words, possessed a good deal of merit in many points, 
and for many years it was very much of a doubt in the minds of ae 
if anything could be invented which would fully take its place. It 
answered the purpose of trace Buckle well in its time, yet the light of 
progress, and the improvements of the present day, require that some: 
thing new and of better construction should be produced. Now, 
while the old buckle was simple, it had many faults that would 
not be tolerated in the construction of a buckle of the pre- 
sent day—such as breaking the trace, or causing it to tear from 
hole to hole, when subjected to heavy draughts, it oftentimes failed 
just when the owner of the harness needed it the very most, A trace

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anwhere to be found upon the maps of our great and constantly 
expanding Republic, of yet less than a century since its birth, 
These Springs were first known to the Indians, but their fature 
importance became a settled conyiction with the early Jesuit Mission: 
aries, who commenced their work of Christianizing the wild, savage 
and barbarous red men. These springs originally issued from a black _ 
muck, which composed the margin of Onondaga Lake, being a sof 
and marshy bed, from whence the brine or salt water bubbled up ag 
from a living spring. The attention of the Indians was first called to 
these springs, by a brackish excrement that settled upon the top of 
one of them that they chanced to drink from one day, during a 
hunting tour near Salina, and dashing away this excrement with 
their hands, so as to drink from the spring, they found the water go 
salty that they uttered one of their peculiar wg-h-s, with a shudder, 
and left it to seek a fresh water spring somewhere else. These Salt . 
Springs, since being thoroughly developed, occupy a range or circuit _ 
of about nine miles, on the banks of the Onondaga Lake, extending 
from Salina, or “Salt Point,” as it was originally called, around 
through Geddes, and up to Liverpool, embracing the circuit of the 
southern end of the Lake, to the outlet of Nine Mile Creek, The 
marsh from whence they issued, in most places, was destitute of grags | 
or other vegetable growth, except “Samphire,” a species of vegetable, | 
which is at the present day much gathered and used extensively for 
ickles, making a good substitute for pickled cabbage, and the like, 
When the sun shone, the water was evaporated from the mud, leaving 
it covered with white and sparkling crystalized salt. These salt for. 
mations and deposits were well known to the Indians, at the time of 
their first intercourse with the whites, and a Jesuit Missionary, Father 
Lallement, is the first French writer who makes mention of the “ Salt 
Fountains” at Onondaga, with which, at the time, he was well 
acquainted, 


The first white man who, personally, took notice of the Salt Springs, 
and comprehended their fature value, was Father LeMoyne, also a 
Jesuit Missionary, who first came to Onondaga in 1653, two hundred 
and sixteen years ago, with a party of Huron and Onondaga chiefs, as 
an envoy vo ratify a treaty of peace between the two nations, in which 
the French of Canada were interested. His discovery and the declara- 
tion thereof, was an event so unexpected and surprising to the Dutch at 
New Amsterdam, to whom he related it, that it struck them with 
astonishment, so much so that they did not hesitate to at once pro- 
nounce it a “ Jesuit lie” Many of the Jesuit Fathers, such as Ore- 
uxius, Charlobox, and other early Missionaries, frequently alluded to 
the Salt Springs at Onondaga, and gaye very minute descriptions of 
the Onondaga Valley in 1665, and both anterior and subsequent to 
that date, in their early histories. 


It was common for the Indian tradersin 1770, to bring small quanti- 
ties of Onondaga Salt to Albany and other points, along with their 
furs, as a curiosity, and they always spoke in high praise of the Salt 
Springs at Onondaga. Salt was in common use among the Delaware 
Indians, and at the period of which we are writing, it was plentiful in 
the Indian huts at Onondaga, where the squaws engaged in making it, 
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from whence it was often sent or carried to Quebec for sale. Prior to the Ameri- 
can Revolution, the Salt Springs were well known by reputation to exist, although 
not then explored. In 1788, by the treaty of “ Fort. Schuvler,” formerly called 
“Fort Stanwix,” held the 12th of September of that year, the Onondaga Indians 
ceded to the State of New York, “ all their lands forever,” excepting certain “tracts 
reserved ;” and in 1791-92, at the time the Military Bounty Lands were ordered to 
be surveyed, the Surveyor-General was directed to make agufficient “ reservation,” 
go as to embrace and secure all the Salt Springs around Onondaga Lake. The first 
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settlers commenced making salt in 1788, some eighty-one years since, prior to which, 
in the month of May of the same year, the family wanting salt, obtained about a 
pound of very coarse and inferior article, from the Indians, which they had made 
from the waters of the springs upon the shore of thelake. The Indians were 
friendly, made so by the christian labors of the Jesuit Missionaries among them, 
and proffered to discover the water of the Salt Springs to the whites. Accordingly, 
Col. Tyler, then a settler, accompanied an Indian guide to the Lake, taking with 
him an iron kettle of fifteen gallons capacity. This the Indian placed in his canoe, 
anid started out of the mouth of Onondaga creek, easterly, into a pass, since called 
and now known as “Mud Creek,” famous for eels, mud turtles, * bull heads,” or 
cat fish. After passing over the marsh, covered by about three feet of water, and 
steering towards the bluffof hard land (since and now the village of Salina, or the 
first ward of the city), he fastened his canoe, and pointing to a hole in the side of 
the bluff, at the margin of the lake, apparently artificial, said to his white com- 
panion, “ there is the salt.” In about nine hours, Col. Tyler made thirteen bushels 
ofsalt, by boiling the water in his kettle, which was suspended over a fire made of 
dry sticks, from forked uprights set at proper distance apart, and spanned bya 
stick cut from the woods in the vicinity, from which the kettle hung. This may 
be said to be the first salt manufactured by a white man, and this the mode and 
operation of its making. In the same year, another white resident at Onondaga 
Hollow, Asa Danforth, Hsq., commenced making salt under laborious and discourag. 
ing disadvantages, Taking off his cost, folding it up like a mat, and placing it on 
his head. he inverted a five pail-iron kettle thereon, and carried it the whole dis. 
tance to the lake, without taking it off to rest. Comfort Tyler accompanied him, 
carrying an axe, chain, and other implements, forthe purpose of making a suitalle 
erection to “ boil salt,” as the process of making was then termed. When a suf 
ficient quantity was made to supply present wants, the kettle, chain, axe &c., were 
hid in the bushes, till wanted on some other occasion. This practice was continued 
till the following year, when, in the fall of 1789, Nathaniel Loomis, then residing 
at Bridgewater, came to “Salt Point,’ with a few kettles in a boat, by way of 
Oneida Lake and river, and during the winter of 1789-90, made from 500 to 600 
bushels of salt, which he afterwards sold for one dollar per bushel After this, salt 
was made by the early settlers of ‘‘ Salt Point’ or Salina, in large caldron kettles, 
set in arches, as now. In 1793, aco-partnership Was entered into by Moses DeWitt, 
Bsq., ani William VanVleck, who erected an arch containing four potash kettles, 
and manufactured quantities of salt sufficient for the wants of the inhabitants of 
the surrounding country. Other makers or manufacturers of salt soon succeeded, and 
for several years the “salt blocks” wery built of logs. From this time forward may 
pe tated the progress of salt manufacture, until it has reached its present magni- 
tude. 

In 1798 & company was formed to manufacture salt on a stupendous scale, and’a building was 
erected of large dimensions for that i pariod, capable of containing thirty-two kettles, which were 
set in blocks of four kettles each. Water was then pumped by hand, from a single shallow well 
not ain feet oeePs into reservoirs made out of dug-out white wood logs. The business had so 
increased in 1797, that the bain stars in that year passed their first laws in reference to the man- 
nfacture of calt at the Onondaga Salt Springs. The Superintendent was authorized to re eo salt 
ready for trausportation by water, and no salt was to be shipped but trom the public wharf—hence: 
the office of Salt Inspector at the present day, The use of Tine or ashes was probibited in the 
manufacture of salt nnder a penalty of fifty dollars for each and eyery Offense, and manufacturers 
were required to keep in use two good bittern pans for every three kettles employed in the mann- 
facture of salt, under penalty of twenty-five cents for avery case of neglect. The effectof this was 
the means of yery much improving the quality of the Onondaga Salt, which for years had been 
mingled with impurities incident to carelessness and neglect. The term “reservation,” was 
constrned to mean allthe territory which was originally set apart and reserved for the Salt Springs 
of Onondaga County. As an enconracement for the manufacture of coarse salt, an act was passed 
in 1822, offering a bounty of three cents per measured bushel on all coarse salt which should find 
its way to the banks of the Hudson River or Lake Erie, or that should be shipped from Oswego 
to Lower Canada, and the willful destroying ot any coarse salt erections by fire or otherwise, was 
made a ays Phe coarse salt manufactories were also allowed the first privilege of salt water 
from the Springs, and all laborers engaged about the coarse salt works, were exempt from sery- 
ing on juries and from ordinary military duty. In 1822 numerons salt works, or blocks were 
erected all along the Salina Canal, which haye since continued to increase with astonishing ra- 
pidity, and enriching their owners, One method of sinking a well, which reached to the depth of 

hirty feet, was done as follows: Staves were dressed out thirty feet long, well fitted together 
with grooves and tongues, and set up iu the form of a cylinder, and strongly banded together. 
By means of a pile driver, these stayes were driven about two feet ata time to the depth of thi 
Teet, after which the earth was taken out from the inside. I 1830 the first iron tubes were san 
by boring, al Syracuse. Tubes twelve inchesin diameter, in sections three and a half feet long, 
strongly clamped together, proved entirely successful. At a depth of sixty feet, a brine was 
found of from twenty-five to thirty per cent, greater strength, than that of the Salina well. Six 
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perforations were thus made in different directions, of the same depths, with the like results, In 
1885, the best pump at Salina was insufficient to afford water for the works, and in consequence, 
most of the manufactories at Liverpool were suspended for several weeks. In 1841 wooden 
tubinz, (the present logs,) were substituted for iron and Copper, and reported as preferable to 
aither, being much cheaper and better than iron, which on account of its great weight, was apt to 
sink below the point intended. Im 1836, a new well was sunk at Liverpool, and new pump works 
erected, capable of raising 400 gallons j!er minute. Privilege was given to every individual or 
company, to erect works for tne manutacture of coarse salt, by evaporation m the sun, or by arti- 
ficia heat in vats and pans, for the purpose of manufacturing coarse salt ouly, hence the miles of 
sheua, supplied with covers, that we now sce thickly strewn all over the salt fields. ‘The water, 
of brine is forced, by a power pump, pegnelleit Dy a mammoth engine in the pump house, into 
alarze reservoir some § sty feet high, and thus distributed through wooden tubing orhollow logs, 
to the various salt blocks and salt vats. There are three modes of manufacturing salt, practiced 
at the Onondaga Salt Springs. The first, and by far the largest amonnt is made by rapid bowing 
in kettles, the mode of which is well understood, and the second by solar evaporation in wooden 
yats, with covers to protect the brine from the rain, which are left off at all other times, the hot 
sun being, of course, the best evaporator; and lastly by evenu eee with artificial heat, which 
has been lately abandoned. In boiling salt, as soon as ebulition commences, the water 2 
color, becomes turbid, and the impurities begin to precipitate. These are repeatedly removed b 
Jargeiron pans covering the pottom of the kettles, called BITTERN LADLEs, with one of whic! 
each kettle is now provided. A portion of these calcerous impurities, however. adheres to the 
sides and bottom of the kettles, which soon forms a solid coating called ‘‘pan scale,” and at 
intervals of from six to ten days, has to be **pecked out,” for if al owed to remain, it essential 
impedes the boiling process. Very soon after this caleerous matter is deposited, crystals of salt 
begin to shoot ont and sink to the botfom, and this continues till a greater part of the water 18 
evaporated. The salt is now ‘scooped’? ont into baskets, with one of which each kettle is sup- 
lied, where is remains over the kettles to drain of the brine it contains, till ae dry. From 
ne baskets it is removed to oins, where, after cooling, it is ready for the hands of the packer. 
This concludes the rorl of the manufacturer. (The second process is by solar evaporation. A 
series of wooden vats are constructed about four feet from the ground, elevated on piles, They 
are Bae tact wide, carried to any convenient length, and about one toot indepth. This first 
described tier receives the brine, where it is allowed toremain, until the impurities have subsided. 
The brine is then drawn off into another tier of vate similar in size and construction, which are 
about fifteen inches lower than the former, Here it is left to chiysuere by exposure, the water 
evaporating, and 4s soon as saturated, small crystals of salt begin to shoot out on the surface 
in flakes, reserabling drops of meltéd tallow le fall npon a surface of cold water. These particles 
soon settle to the bottom of the vat in large quadrangnlar and hexangular crystals, which are 
the purest salt, and when the process is completed, is hard, dry, and a beautiful white color, For 
reparing and grinding table and dairy salt. the beat is selected, and when prepared for market, 
tis thought by good judges inferior to none. The operation and process of the manufacture of 
ground salt is very simple. The salt is wheeled on to an elevated platform, or * way,’ to a. sph- 
Glous hopper, raised some eight fect above the eround ; it then falle down upon the ‘drier’? or 
yat, aboat twenty-five feet lon Be eight or ten feet broad. Beneath the “drier” is a fine leading 
from the farnace by which the boilers are heated, and here the saltis drawn forward by a ‘rake.” 
and thoroughly dried. It is then carried to the eleyators emptied into a hopper, ground, and it 
ia again carried by another string of eleyators to a convenient “bin,’? where it is weighed and 
‘avked in small bags which contain each twenty pounds. The salt is now ready for market, and 
s inspected and shipped to all parts of the country. The ground salt is packed while warm, and 
as it runs from the stones is lively like dry sand. If allowed to become cold, it takes a mach 
larger bag to contain the same quantity, by weight, Lime is the principal ingredient made use of 
in accelerating the precipitation of impurities. Having given so much concerning the salt works, 
we now pass on to other manufacturers of ereatest importance in our midst.

Sweet, Barnes & Co2s Ceresian Cutter Works.—The business of onr city is yearly on the 
increase, but in no department more so than the mechanical arts and the sciences thereto attach. 
ing. Upon the occasion of a forenoon’s stroll, recently, the writer found bimeelf in the vicinity 
of the extensive establishment of Messrs. Sweet, Barnes & Co., corner of Marcellus and Wyo. 
ming streets, in the Fifth Ward, which is likened to the Sheffield or Manchester, of England, 
Attracted by the musical hum of the machinery, an application for admittance at the office to 
visit the establishment, was readily granted by the courtesy of one of the firm applied to, Mr, 
Barnes. The Ceresian Cutter Works of this firm, are of a Decolerly. American idea and origin, 
there being but four such establishments in the United States, two in Massachusetts, one in Ay. 
burn, in fis State, and one in Ohio, besides the Syracuse establishment, being the only ones 
known in the world. The prominent feature of the business of this firm is the mannfactare of 
the best quality of Mowing and Reaping Knives, Sections and Guard Plates and Spring Keys, a3 
well ag the building of a large yariety of Machinists’ tools of their own design and peculiar excel. 
lence. Fifteen tons of the best English sheet steel are used per month, in the manufacture of 
knives, and over two tons of grind stones are used up per week in the polishing, grinding and 
edging of these bars, sections and knives. They are making this season overa million of sections, 
which, when riveted on the bar, form the Mowing or Reapin, knife. They employ on an average 
about one hundred and seventy men ‘The first room entered in the establishment from the office 
is the Packing Room, where the goods are put up and boxed, ready for shipment, and next, or 
adjoining this, is a place or recepticle for tools, caps, dies, etc. The shearing or cutting of the 
steel is an im sald te of the work in the manufacture of the sections or knives, and is done 
by a large and powertal machine ; fourteen guage eteclis used. The Section or Reaping knives 
nre made of cold rolled iron, and are bearded or serated like sickles. The Seine Room for 

inding and polishing the bars is supplied with twenty-five run of stones, and here is 

rightening or facing of the sections. These sections go first from where they are cut to the 
Straightening Press, and from there to the tempering room; nextto the grinding room, where they 
are fitted to a nicety; next toa tub of water to cool and cleanse them; next to the polishing or 
emery wheels; and then to the punch, to punch the rfvet holes, when the sections are completed, 
ready for use. ‘Vhe knife bar is dry ground and made an ¢yen surface. The Serated Sections, for 
Renney Sickles, take a different course—from the Straightening Press to Grinding Room, next to the 
Sickle Cutters, then to the Tempering and back to the Grinding Roow, thence to the Emery wheels, 
fnd onward same as the plain sections, As the Sections or Knives pass through each department 
the mode shows 4 separate and distinct phase in the manufacture of the Mowing and Reaplnt 
Knives, The Sickle edges are cut upon these sections, after being put in the Ree shape uni 
nicely tempered, ‘These are the Reaper Sickles for reaping wheat and grain of all kinds while 
the smooth sections are the mowing knives, The process of serating the sections is done in part 
by machinery, and partly by hand, with fine cold chisels, and an expert workman can turn out 
from four to five hundred per day. Straightening the bars and knives is done on long cast-iron 
blocks, with a flat and even surface, When the steel is prepared for these knives and bars, the 
requisite width obtained, the operation of cutting then commences, The Engine room contains & 
splendid engine of of 200 horse power, with a fly-wheel 15 feet in diameter, 15 inch face, 3 1-2 feet 
boilers 16 feet long, there being four of them, with 50 flues in each boiler. "The Forging shop runs 
twelve fires when in full blast, has a powerfal trip-hammer for forging, with shears und punch for 
éutting, punching and drilling iron burs, Twelve tons of steel are used per month, for the mann- 
facture of section knives and bars, which are the best mowing and reaping knives made in thé 
world, ‘There is a neat pattern and storage room for the safe keeping of all their patterns, etc. 
This firm have shipped goods in a single week on orders from California on howeet and England 
on the east, and do business with every State in the Union, also with the Dominion of Canada. 
This manuiactory is systematically arranged in all its details, and Messrs. Sweet, Barnes & Co,, 
may well congratulate themselves upon being at the head of such an extensive concern, that re- 
flecca the highest credit upon their own skill as artisans, and ie a source of enduring pride to the 
far famed name of onr beautiful and flourishing city. In this connection we will just make men- 
tion of a very ingenions invention by Mr. John E, Sweet, which we think is destined to create 4 
revolution in the art of printing, or type setting, It is called the ‘* Matrix Printing Mae 
and took the Prize Medal at the recent Paris Exposition.

Picture, Sheet and double thick glass, The process of its manufacture and the ingredients used 
is tag First, there is a mill for preparing the clay to form the crucibles used in mel 

the sand This is a peculiar kind of Cisy dmpoxted from Germany, where only if can be fonnd, 
and is put up in square chunks in 500 Ib boxes, Before being used it _is dried, gronnd as fine a8 
ashes, und then sifted. It costs $35 per ton, and some 40 tons are used yearly at theee works alone 
When ground and sifted a mixture is made of the raw clay, and the old pots or erucibles are bro- 
ken up and worked over into the raw clay. Itisthen worked oyer by men treading in it with 
their feet for about three weeks, constantly, =o as to thoronghly mix it, and when the right con 
sistency is obtained it is formed into the crucibles by continual patting with a flat board trowel 
The process of making the crucibles, in which the sand for the glass is melted, is yery important 
‘The refuse clay is ground up and made into flattening stones, weighing about 800 Ibs each, whicll 
fre used for flattening the glass upon, afteritcomes from ihe oven and blown in the form of cyliv- 
ders. ‘There are two furnaces in use, and each one contains ten of these pots. Each furnace 

tum out 120 boxes of flare pee day, fivetimes n week. Itreqnives 18 hours to melt, the glass and 
nine hours to blow it ont, The glass is blown in a cylinder form, cracked open and placed on the

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flattening stone, put in the oven, the fire being sufficiently hot to anneal the glass, when it is flat- 
tenedand made smooth. The fires in the inrnaces are kept up night and day, when the works are 
jn operition, The firat is the Mill-Room for ne » the clay, which is the beginning of the pro- 
cess of glass making; the second is the Pot Room where the crucibles are formed ; the next the 
Factory where the glass is made; next is the Roller Room. where the glass cylinders are stacked 
as they pass from the blowers to the flattening oven. ‘The glass is tempered after passing enough 
the flattening oven, and then carried to the cutting rooms, there being two of them each 68 fegt in 
length, having each five cutting tables, making ten in both rooms, an here the glass is cut into 
sizes and packed for shipment in boxes, The ingredients for the manufacture of glass is known 
to but few. Sand, Soda Ash, (an important article, of which none is made in this country); next 
is Lime and Salt, all together constituting the materials for the inanufacture of Glass. These ma- 
terials fluxes the sand, cuts it up and canses it more readily to melt. All the old glass is remelted 
and made over anew. The blithe is 180 feet on Hallroad street and 200 on Hast Water street, 
with other necessary buildings 200 feet on the yank of the Erie Canal, including store-houses, &c. 
The buildings and real-estate cost about $58.000. 


Syracuse File Works.—The process of manufacturing files is not a little curious to know. 
and few who take up the little article 80 full of fine teeth, think of the mode or manner of their 
making.

The best imported English Cast: Steel is used, and is prepared expressly forfilemaking The 
drat hands it passes throngh is the forgers, who forms it into shape; next it pasees through an 
intensely heated furnace for nealing; then the inder receives it, who fits it for the cutter, where 
it is Enh, hand with a hammer and chisel, After it leaves the cntter’s hand, it is then covered 
with a preparation, [a secret with the Mesiaker] dried, and then heated for a short time in a me- 
tulic bath, next dipped into a larze vat natil eM, cooled, aud afterwards conveyed to another tub 
whore they are straightened, cooled and tempered thoroughly, Next they are brushed with sand 
and water, und washed off through three or four rinsing tubs, and then conveyed to the lime- 
water tub, where they are washed to prevent them from rusting, and from this to the drying fur- 
nave to be thoroughly dried, Winally they are carried to the highly heated furnace, where the 
tangs are softened, so as to‘prevent them breaking at the shoulder. They are now tried by the 
“prover,” and if found all right, are ready for shipment. ‘This manufactory was established two 
years since by Ireland & Co,, and then leased from them Las present proprietors, who are 
all practical workmen, gentlemanly and obliging, and always willing toshow their many visitors 
into the art of file making.
